Use:    The  booklet  attached  covers  the  essential  facts  of  the  Home  Front  Pledges 
Campaign, 

Price  and  rationing  are  two  phases  of  the  wartime  economic  stabilization  pro- 
gram that  require  most  urgent  action  immediately.     Therefore,  this  drive  is 
starting  noy. 

As  the  booklet  points  out,  responsibility  in  each  community  \''ill  rest  upon 
committees  of  loc^l  citizens  for  carrying  out  the  Hone  Front  Pledge  Drive.  It 
is  the  particular  responsibility  of  the  com^Tunity  service  member  of  the  loca,l 
War  Price  and  Bation  Board  to  take  the  initiative  in  seeing  that  such  committees 
are  formed.  ■  ..  . 

The  information  officer  of  the  OPA  district  office  will  (through  appropriate 
state  or  regional  offices)  notify  the  County  Agent,  " the  FSA  County 'Supervisor, 
the  War  Board  Chairman,  and  the  County  ITutrition  Committee  Chairma.n  as  to  when 
materials  for  the  Home  Front  Pledge  drive  ^^ill  be  available,   in  addition  to 
the  handbook  attached.     The  OPA  district  information  representative  will  also 
Bee  that  these  local  agricultural  agency  officials  sTre  invited  to  participate 
in  the  mobilization  of  those  communities  where  the  campaign  will  be  conducted. 
Later  on,  the  Home  Front  Pledge  Cajnpaign  "'ill  be  conducted  in  rural  areas,  to- 
gether with  the  distri'Dution  of  a  leaflet  for  the  farm  family,  ^hich  is  now  in 
preparation. 

It  is  suggested  that  each  agricultural  officer  receiving  this  letter  duplicate 
its  contents  in  transmitting  the  booklet  to  state  and  county  levels. 

Plana  are  now  being  worked  out  for  a  na.tional  food  educational'  program  designed 
to  bring  about  a  more  complete  understanding  of  the  food  situation  as  a  whole, 
under  the  general  theme,  of  "Food  Fights  for  Freedom."    This  ','ill  culminate  in 
a  community  mobilization  in  November,  "Food  for  Freedom  Month."    In  this,  each 
specific  food  program,  such  as  Victory  Gardens,  farm  production  goals,  nutri- 
tion, food  conservation,  etc.,   in  addition  to  rationing  and  price  ceilings, 
will  have  its  part.    Thus,  you  should  hold  yourself  in  readiness  for  continued 
action  on  the  food  front.

The  War  Food  Administration  is  perfecting  plans  to  promote  an  intensive 
educationa-l  program  which  ^ill  include  all  aspects  of  the  v^artime  food  problem. 
This  Nation-wide  over-all  educational  program  will  be  launched  in  late  August 
and  will  be  carried  through  Thanksgiving  Day.    Full  details  of  these  plans 
will  be  sent  you  when  thej'-  are  completed. 

The  first  program  to  be  featured  in  the  campaign  will  be  on  Eationing  and  Price 
Control  because  of  the  fact  that  plans  for  it  have  been  completed  for  sometime 
and  because  of  the  importance  of  the  subject  at  this  particular  time. 

Since  this  is  an  important  part  of  the  Wartime  Food  Program,  the  cooperation  of 
nutrition  committees  in  the  first  concerted  prograjn  of  the  food  campaign  is  of 
primary  importance  to  the  success  of  the  over-all  phase. 

The  Office  of  Price  Administration  is  leaving  the  organization  of  local  planning 
committees  up  to  the  Community  Service  members  of  T7ar  Price  and  Eationing  Boards 
in  the  individual  communities'. 

In  order  that  the  local  nutrition  committee  may  participate  in  the  planning 
and  execution  of  this  program  at  the  local  level,  it  is  suggested  that  the 
chairman  of  the  local  nutrition  committee  contact  the  Commionity  Service  member 
of  the  local  War  Price  and  Eationing  Board  informing  him  or  her  as  to  the  person 
on  the  local  nutrition  committee  who  should  be  contacted  when  the  initial  plans 
for  the  program  in  the  comirrunity  are  being  made  and  when  the  materials  are 
available  for  loca.l  distribution. 

Attached  is  a  copy  of  "The  Home  Front  Pledge  Campa.ign  Book"  and  the  letter 
which  was  sent  by  the  Depa.rtment  of  Agriculture  to  their  field  representatives. 
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
